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Fort Erie gets national attention during Prince of Wales 


It may have been Fort 
Erie Race Track’s crowning 
achievement. 

Seemingly on the brink 
of closure after each sea¬ 
son, the historic 117-year- 
old border oval received 
remarkable exposure for 
last Tuesday night’s Prince 
of Wales Stakes. 

The race was shown live 
on TSN, as part of an hour- 
long, prime-time broad- 

The network spent a 
good portion of the 7-8 
p.m. time slot showcasing 
not just the history of the 
track, but also the town 
itself, its people and the 
Niagara peninsula as a 

Noting Fort Erie’s geo¬ 
graphic position near 
Niagara Falls, Toronto and 
Buffalo, the national 
broadcast profiled the 

announcer, horsepeople 
and restauranteurs. 

The track’s struggles, tri¬ 
als and tribulations were 
highlighted, but presented 
in a way that showed Fort 
Erie's resilient spirit and 
never-say-die attitude. 

“I think all of Canada saw 
how we're the little engine 
that could, that we're 
small-town Ontario with a 
big-city ego, that we’re big 
league, too,” said Mayor 
Doug Martin. 

“Give us a challenge and 
we'll rise to it. Horse racing 
is not just about Toronto, 
it’s about Fort Erie, too. I 


hope the province is see¬ 
ing this and will keep sup¬ 
porting us, investing in us. 
We’re not asking for any¬ 
thing special, just a chance, 
just the same attention 
given to other tracks." 

The track, and the entire 
338-acre property, can 
build on its national expo¬ 
sure as it's about to be sold, 
said Jim Thibert, chief 
executive officer of the Fort 
Erie Live Racing 
Consortium. 

The consortium leases 
the property from owner 
Nordic Gaming, and oper¬ 
ates the track as a non¬ 
profit organization. 

"This offer took hold and 
Nordic accepted it. The 
lease with the new land¬ 
lord will be the same as 
with Nordic,” said Thibert. 

He said the consortium 
leases about 130 acres that 
is used for the track, but 
there are “development 
prospects planned for 
(other) parts of the prop¬ 
erty, especially along the 
QEW." 

Thibert said the buyers 
are based out of Buffalo 
and that

Thibert said there is an 
opportunity for parts of the 
property not related to the 
track "to be made available 
to compliment Fort Erie’s 
dire need for industrial 
and development land 
inventory. 

Meanwhile, the track 
continues to reap the ben¬ 
efits of the Prince of Wales 
race moving to Tuesday 
from Sunday two years 
ago. The move was made 
to avoid competition from 
bigger race tracks that 
monopolized the simul¬ 
casting markets.

$500,000 doesn’t stack up 
like the million-dollar 
races that the other tracks 
offer," said track chief oper¬ 


ating officer Rick Cowan. 

“This is our second year 
and our results from this 
year are significantly high¬ 
er than last year. And last 
year was very good, too.” 

Attendance, food, bever¬ 
age, program sales and 
wagering all spiked. 
Attendance was up by 
more than 1,000 from last 
year and 2,000 from when 
the race was held on 
Sunday. 

There was $533,848.80 
bet on the Prince of Wales 
Stakes, the second leg of 
Canada’s Triple Crown of 
racing. Since records start¬ 
ed being kept, the previous 
mark was just over 
$413,000. 

“It's significant, especial¬ 
ly in this day and age when 
you struggle to beat last 
year’s results,” said Cowan. 

Thibert said Tuesday’s 
race was the best perform¬ 
ing Prince of Wales from a 
revenues standpoint, since 
2000. 

Having 10 horses in the 
field, and having the race 
broadcast on TSN, was also 
a big boost to the race. TSN 
showed plenty of scenes of

as it was a sports telecast. 

He said it was interesting 
to see Niagara from “other 
people’s eyes." 

Thibert said while many

The other day with 
brother Ed at Timmy’s in 
Crystal Beach I brought 
up the subject of riding 
the Comet. 

I said that one day we 
rode the big coaster seven 
times.

I believe it. 

It is 32 miles long and is 
fed by mammoth under¬ 
ground springs. 

It includes 108 miles of 
shoreline and about 30 
islands. The captain of 
our steamship, the 
Mohican said, “ An island 
maybe just a few square 
yards of rock peaking out 
on the surface.” An island? 
We then passed an island 
in Lake George that was 
over a mile long. 

Again the captain com¬ 
mented, * This a state 
owned island used for 


camping. Wear high boots 
though for Timber rattlers 
abound there.” Then he 
added that there’s plenty 
of Red belly snakes there. 
Red belly snakes! That’s 
what this article is really 


Over the years I have 
seen the Timber rattlers 
and the Red bell snakes. 
Locally, it was on an 
upward path at Short 
Hills Provincial Park that 
a Red belly was there 
before us. Only about a 
foot long it is a beautiful 
little snake. 

Naturalist Ernie Giles 
turned the snake over 
exposing its brick-red 
belly. The photo above 
doesn't do it justice. 

I had thought at first 
that it as just another 
Garter snake. Not so, Ernie 
pointed small black spots 
on the sides. He pointed 
to three yellow spots on 
the neck like a necklace, It 
had a white throat. A most 


attractive snake if you like 
snakes. Find a garter 
snake. Turn it over. You 
may have a Red-belly non- 
venomous snake! 

Ernie told me, " Earl, 
smell this.” Red bellies 
when threatened exude a 
musky odour. It did. 

In all the years at Marcy 
woods, which I believe is 


mainly snake free, I saw 
just saw one Red belly 
near the path next to the 
Marcy pond.

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All Canadians deserve a basic income guarantee 


What do you think about 
the idea of a basic income 
guarantee for all 
Canadians? 

I’m talking about ensur¬ 
ing that everyone, regard¬ 
less of their employment 
status, receives a fixed 
amount of money so they 
can meet their basic 

Is it practical, or just a 
utopian dream? 

The rational for a basic 
income is straight forward. 
Basic income can elimi¬ 
nate poverty, help close 
the income gap and pro¬ 
vide the buoyancy needed 
to ride the tsunami-like 
waves of the labour mar¬ 
ket. 

Some of you are reading 
this thinking there’s no way 
we can afford to offer a 
basic income guarantee to 
all Canadians. 

Others might think I’m 
out in left field, but before 
you dismiss the idea, I ask 
that you at least offer the 
idea some fair consider- 

The first concern held 
by dissenters, one that 
tends to be voiced by fiscal 
conservatives, is that we 
can’t afford it. 

How about if I told you 
that we can’t afford not to? 

Poverty comes with 
costs—big costs. 

Canada without Poverty 
estimates these costs to be 
$72 to $86 billion a year, 
and $7.5 billion for 
Ontario. 

Policy analyst John 
Stapleton says that the 
health care savings by 



effectively addressing pov¬ 
erty will save us approxi¬ 
mately $30-40 billion a 
year, and that's just health 
care. The judicial system 
will also see significant 
savings. The rough esti¬ 
mate of investment 
required to eliminate the 
poverty gap using a nega¬ 
tive income tax approach 
is $25 to $35 billion. 

The other concern is 
basic income is a recipe for 
laziness, a strong belief 
that I work hard and so 
should you. 

The poor tend to be stig¬ 
matized with laziness 
when in fact it is some¬ 
thing that exists in equal 
degrees across the income 
spectrum, including the 
employed and the rich. 

And, more importantly, 
the evidence to date shows 
slighdy negative to negli¬ 
gible to positive impacts 
on work participation for 
individuals in receipt of a 
basic income. 

Much of the work in our 
society tends not to be 
amenable to the paid 
labour market, and often 


not compensated in rela¬ 
tion to its societal value. 
Just think of how poorly 
paid our child care and 
personal support workers 
are and what’s more 
important than the care of 
our children and elderly. 

A basic income guaran¬ 
tee is only meant to ensure 
that a person's basic needs 

If people want more, 
paid work will still be nec- 

In fact, most people 



QJ R 
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want to be better them¬ 
selves and contribute to 
the community. 

The principle motiva¬ 
tion to work is not for 
money, but recognition, 
interaction and the sense 
of performing worthwhile 
activities. With a basic 
income guarantee people 
are able to pursue the most 
meaningful work than can 
do rather than be forced by 
fear to work. Writers, paint¬ 
ers, musicians and others 
will be able to follow their 


passion. Creativity would 
be the norm instead of the 
exception. 

Finally, outsourcing and 
automated work is displac¬ 
ing people from paid work 
so much that basic income 
is recognized as an essen¬ 
tial public policy response 
to counter these trends. 

We need to re-establish 
trust in one another and 
support upstream invest¬ 
ments in human develop¬ 
ment in order to avoid the 


downstream costs of 
human underdevelop¬ 
ment. Imagine for a 
moment that positive 
changes economic security 
would offer to individuals, 
families and communities. 

A basic income guaran¬ 
tee is the simplest solution 
to poverty and it is within 
our means

Survey reports increasing 
health costs related to dental care

According to Bridges 
Community Health 
Centre, , 53% of people 
have not seen a dentist in 
the last year. 

The statistic comes 
from a recent survey from 


the centre, which advo¬ 
cates for publicly-funded 
dental health services for 
low-income adults and 
seniors. 

Bridges conducted the 
survey to gain a better 
understanding of the state 
of health and dental care 
in local communities in 
the Niagara Region includ¬ 



ing Fort Erie. 

Of the findings, it was 
discovered that only one 
in 10 survey respondents 
receive or have private 
dental coverage, and den¬ 
tal care of two in ten 
respondents is received in 
Ontario emergency 
rooms. 

“This comes with a hefty 
cost,” Rhonda Barron, 
health promoter, says. 

The Ministry of Health 
and Long-term Care 
reports 1908 visits to 
Niagara Health System 
emergency rooms in 2012, 
costing close to $1 mil- 

“It's sad to say,” Barron 
says, “but missing teeth 
can often be a barrier to 
finding a job. It erodes 
your self-esteem. For some 
reason our policy makers 
don’t take into account the 
human and financial con¬ 
sequences of the mouth 
being excluded from our 
health care system" 

Bridges Community 
Health Centre will be 
releasing the rest of the 
findings this fall to local 
stakeholders, decision 
makes and politicians at a 
Community Dental Health 
forum in hopes to raise 
awareness for public fund¬ 
ing of dental health for 
low-income and senior 
residents of the Niagara

Shawn McCooey wants 
to be elected mayor of Fort 
Erie because he wants to 
improve his hometown. 

“I am running for mayor 
because I care,” he said. 

The 57-year-old briefly 
served on council as a rep¬ 
resentative of Ward 1 in 1993 
but he retired after 89 days. 

“I got sick so I had to step 
back from council but I got a 
lot done in almost 90 days," 
he said. 

During his time on coun¬ 
cil, McCooey said he made 
a positive impact for his 
constituents by improving a 
sidewalk shoveling bylaw 
and supporting local youth 
groups. 

Although he doesn't have 
a lot of experience on coun¬ 
cil, McCooey has more than 
20 years of experience 
attending Niagara College’s 
continuing education pro¬ 
gram, which he says has 
given him a wide range of 
knowledge and experience. 

"I’ve had many jobs 
throughout the years. I’ve 
been everything from a cab 


driver to a part-time faculty 
member for Niagara College 
for three years, McCooey 

McCooey has about nine 
diplomas and certificates 
that will “stand up beside 
anyone else’s resume.” 

The lifelong Fort Erie res¬ 
ident said there are prob¬ 
lems with his hometown 
and if he is elected, the first 
thing McCooey will oversee 
is the completion of a demo¬ 
graphic study. 

“We don’t have an accu¬ 
rate idea of what this town 
needs and I think council 
needs to identify the issues 
before reacting. We need a 
long-term solution, not a 
quick fix.” 

McCooey also suggests 
looking to other municipali¬ 
ties in Niagara to find solu¬ 
tions for die town’s prob- 

“When it comes down to 
it, I don’t think we need to 
reinvent the wheel. We need 
to look at other municipali¬ 
ties to see what is worldng,” 
he said. 

McCooey said a commu¬ 
nity’s downtown core is vital 
to the health of a town. 

“We need to look at our 


downtown areas and if we 
don’t do something about 
them, we’re in trouble.” 

One way to encourage 
growth in a community is to 
promote density. 

To promote density, 
McCooey said there needs 
to be programs in place for 
affordable housing. 

McCooey said he’s “just a 
regular guy" from Fort Erie 
who served with the Fort 
Erie Underwater Recovery 
Unit and the Fort Erie 
Jaycees. 

McCooey’s opponents 
include former councillor 
Richard Berry, former Fort 
Erie Chamber of Commerce 
president Dean Demizio, 
former councillor Anne- 
Marie Noyes, Ward 1 Coun. 
Stephen Passero and former 
mayor Wayne Redekop.
